DAKER IS I .AND. a little spot 1.000 
miles west of Jarvis, has had Its 
days of anguish, too. Guano diggers 
lived there from 1867 to 1870 A 
workman known only as NIB, left 
on Baker Island to keep watch dur¬ 
ing the winter of 1800, wrote to The 
New York Times: 

"For eight months 1 have been a 
voluntary exile from society, and for 
two months literally imprisoned be¬ 
cause of tremendous seas. I cry at 
the ocean with mixed emotions . . . 
the sea la the haunt of murderous 
sharks . . . the surf rages violently 
from November to March.” 

And another time: ”... the air 
above the Island Is alive with birds 
which swarm like the flies of Egypt's 
plague. Their discordant din echoes 
in your ears day and night. The trade 
winds are the breath of life. When 
they stop, the spirit sinks. The shore 
and the sea become daxxllng mirrors 
that torture the sense of sight.” 


DAKER ISLAND has seen some sad 

rights. For instance, the time an 
American and I Hawaiian were liv¬ 
ing on the island alone In the suttee, 
during a lull in the guano digging. 

One day they saw a Chinese junk 
out at aea. headed right for the reef. 
The two men ran to the beach and, 
shouting and waving, pointed out the 
channel whleh led through the reef. 
The Chinese at the tiller, lying flat 
on the deck, understood, and steered 
the Junk safety through. „ 

The island inhabitants wenton 
board. They found the Chinese at 
the wheel a living skeleton. Below 
decks, they (bund another Chinese, 
unconscious. He was finally revived 
to tell what had happened. 


THERE are no mosquitoes and no 
1 snakes, and no bedbugs—yet. But 
two of the Islands, Baker and How¬ 
land. are alive with rats Big ones, 
six Inches long.

As flat and aa small as tha Islands 
are. there la no reason to believe that 
they have ever been washed com¬ 
pletely over.by water.

A HURRICANE off the ^ coast' of 
** China had dismasUd-'the ship, 
blown It far out to sea and left It 
drifting.

Washington Tells 
Own Story of 1776 

/-'EORGE WASHINGTON St*y hZV* been addicted 
^ to pNOlttf gwOlof and a weird system of 
punctuation, but he was a prolific writer Just 
the seme. Prom hie earliest youtb be committed 
bis thoughts and actions to paper, in diaries, 
letters, announcements, orders and memoranda 

Edward G. Boykin ha* gone through the greet 
mass of Washington's papers and has pieced 
enough related quotations together to form "The 
Autobiography of Oeorge Washington.'* It makes 
a remarkably Interesting book. 

It begins with Washington s venture into tne 
Ohio country in 1763, when he helped touch off 
the Preach and Indian war by hi* battles wtm 
the French at Great MeaddWs and Port Necessity, 
and it closes with that final diary entry of 1790 
recording a heavy snowstorm—the storm in which 
he caught the oold that killed him. 

Most of it, of oourse, deals with the revolu¬ 
tion^ and we get a clear picture of th# black 
discouragement and soul-wear!ness with which 
Washington contended. 

We find him at Boston, reporting that the 
M ass ach usetts soldiers seem "a nasty and dirty 
race." expressing dismay at the petty Jealousies 
and provincialism of his officers, wondering if 
Congress will ever give the army it* support. . 

Then come* hie growing appreciation of hie 
soldiers’ valor—* grudging admission of th* 
militia's usefulness, even—and his ever-mounting 
anger at the country's blindness to the army* 
needs. It is published by Reynal and Hitchcock.

a war is to blame It simply provides that the 
United States will trade Hi certain articles with 
neither.

If neutrality legislation along the present line 
la extended to Include many kinds of near-war 
material, ^uch as oil. copper, trucks, tractors, 
scrap iron, and the like, participation of Britain 
in a war would take a big slice out of foreign 
trade.
